1. (Currently Amended) A system for generating and communicating t< web pages, 
comprising: 

a console engine to receive requests for web pages and messages to be s 3nt to web pages; 

and 

an XML repository connected to the console engine having a plurality o f parts of web 
pages and a plurality of HTML/XML templates, wherein the console engine e^faets is to extract 
a template for the requ e st e d a web page from one of said requests and said console engine is to 
retrieve at least one application handler, said retrieved application handler beim registered to 
said extracted template and said application handler to modify said template ani to generate a 
part of said requested web page and incorporate that part into the template to fo m the web page. 

2. (Original) The system recited in claim 1, further comprising: 

a web browser to request the web page from the console engine and disj lay 
the web page. 

3. (Previously Presented) The system recited in claim 2, further compri; ing: 
an XML repository to contain the plurality of parts of web pages , the pi irality 

of HTML/XML templates and a plurality of said application handlers. 

4. (Previously Presented) The system recited in claim 3, further compris ing: 
a console API to transmit the web page to a web browser. 

5. (Original) The system recited in claim 2, wherein said console engine parses said 
message to identify delimiters contained in the message, the source web page, tl e destination 
web page, and data contained in the message. 
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6. (Original) The system recited in claim 5, wherein said console engin 3 concatenates the 
data from the message with the template to create a modified XML data elemer t that is displayed 
the web browser. 

7. (Currently Amended) A method of generating a web page, comprisii ig: 
receiving a request for a web page from a web browser at a console eng ne; 
accessing an XML repository for a template for the web page and at lea st one application 

handl e rs handler that is registered to modify associat e d with the template; 

executing the at least one application handl e rs handler to generate a ph rality of parts for 
the web page; 

combining the plurality of parts for the web page with the template to ft rm the web page; 

and 

transmitting the web page to the web browser for display. 

8. (Previously Presented) The method recited in claim 7, wherein said t ansmitting the 
web page to a web browser for display is done by a console API. 

9. (Original) The method recited in claim 8, further comprising: 
converting the template after combining the plurality of parts for the we > page 

with the template to form the web page into HTML so as to be displayed by the 
browser. 

10. (Currently Amended) A computer program for generating a web pa ;e, comprising: 
receiving a request for a web page from a web browser at a console engine; 
accessing an XML repository for a template for the web page at least on i application 

handl e rs handler that is registered to modify acoooiatod with the template; 

executing the at least one application handl e rs handler to generate a plurality of parts for 
the web page; 

combining the plurality of parts for the web page with the template to fc in the web page; 

and 
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transmitting the web page to the web browser for display. 



1 1 . (Previously Presented) The computer program recited in claim 1 0, vherein said 
transmitting the web page to a web browser for display is done by a console AI I of said console 
engine.

12. (Original) The computer program recited in claim 1 1 further comprising: 
converting the template after combining the plurality of parts for the weo page 

with the template to form the web page into HTML so as to be displayed by the 
browser. 



13. (Currently Amended) A method of communicating between web p* ges, comprising: 
receiving an incoming XML data element from a source web page ; 

parsing the incoming XML data element based on delimiters to determL te the 
source web page, the a destination web page, and the data to be received by the destination web 
page; 

creating a pretoken from the data in the incoming XML data element; 
concatenating the pretoken to a token to form a modified XML data elei lent; 

and 

displaying the modified XML data element using a web browse r, said ir adified XML 
data element including a template for the destination web page . 

14. (Original) The method recited in claim 13, wherein incoming XML data element is a 
portion of a web page in which that data to be displayed is changing and said to cen is an existing 
web page. 

15. (Original) The method recited in claim 14, wherein said modified X ML data element 
is the web page to be displayed. 

1 6. (Currently Amended) A computer program for communicating between web pages, 
comprising: 
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receiving an incoming XML data element from a source web page : 

parsing the incoming XML data element based on delimiters to detenniie the source web 

page, the destination web page, and fee data to be received by the destination web page; 
creating a pretoken from the data in the incoming XML data element; 
concatenating the pretoken to a token to form a modified XML data elenent; and 
displaying the modified XML data element using a web browse r, said nodified XML 

data element including a template for the destination web page . 

17. (Original) The computer program recited in claim 16, wherein inco ning XML data 
element is a portion of a web page in which that data to be displayed is changin j and said token 
is an existing web page. 



18. (Original) The computer program recited in claim 17, wherein said nodified XML 
data element is the web page to be displayed. 
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
